We Explore 
Upper End of 
DeGray Reservoir 


Armed with some inside 


formation from a guy who had 
been there, three of us spent 
Saturday exploring the upper 
end of DeGray Reservoir, where 
the Caddo River flows in. We 
actually entered the river, but it 
was so flooded we had difficulty 
distinguishing between river and 
lake. 


The site is about 20 miles north 


of the dam and overlook, these 
being reached by turning west 
off State Highway 7 just north of 
the Holiday Inn 1-30 exit at 
Arkadelphia. We have cruised 
DeGray twice at this point, using 
No. 1 ramp, situated between 
Highway 7 and the overlook.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court today reversed 
the conviction of former heavy- 
weight boxing champion Mu- 
hammad Ali, who was sen- 
tenced to five years imprison- 
ment for draft evasion. 


In an 8-0 deciswH,-the court

WASHINGTON (AP) - With 


the nation's annual pedestrian 
death toll nearing 10,000, the 
National Transportation Safety 
Board today called on the fed- 
eral government to put more 
emphasis on walkers' safety. 


The board said results of a 


study conducted within the De- 
partment 
of 
Transportation 


showed little being done to im- 
prove pedestrian safety. 


"Efforts directed specifically 


to pedestrian safety vary be- 
tween one-eighteenth and one- 
nineteenth of the effort that 
would be in proportion to pe- 
destrian fatalities," the board 
said. 


Although several agencies 


>re involved in pe- 


safety, no office or in- 


dividual is responsible for their 
coordination, the study said. 


"The 
absence of any orga- 


nized national pedestrian inter- 
est groups and the absence of 
authorized 
programs 
which 


seek to expand facilities for pe- 
destrian traffic or to improve 
the efficiency 
of 
pedestrian 


movement are serious draw- 
backs to pedestrian safety," it 
stated.

talk show June 16 that Ellsberg 
was the Times source of the pa- 
pers. 


Ellsberg talked by telephone 


to friends since then and ap- 
peared on the Walter Cronkite 
CBS television news show. It 
was not revealed where the 
show was filmed and Ellsberg 
did not say whether he had sup- 
plied the documents, to the

they

tanglement between church and 
state," said Chief Justice War- 
ren E. Burger. 


Under the federal program, 


set up by a 1963 law, an esti- 
mated $240 million in construc- 
tion 
grants 
have 
gone 
to 


church-affiliated colleges and 
universities. The funds are used 
principally for the building of 
laboratories and gymnasiums. 


Burger said the only provi- 


sion that violated the Con- 
stitution was allowing the col- 
leges to use the buildings for 
religious 
purposes 
after 
20 


years. He said this would "in 
part have the effect of advanc- 
ing religion" and hence violates 
the First Amendment. 


The ruling was supported by 


Justice Harry A. Blackmun, the

appointees, and Justices John 
M. Harlan, Potter Stewart and 
Byron R. White. The court's 
four liberals dissented.

Queen May Not

U.S. Quietly 
Cuts Forces 
in Europe

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


United States quietly withdrew 
two Air Force squadrons from 
Europe last year although top 
U.S. officials were pledging to 
maintain and improve Ameri- 
can strength there. 


This was learned after a sen- 


ior American commander testi- 
fied before the House Appro- 
priations Committee "just last 
year 
additional 
Air 
Force 


squadrons were added to the 
dual-based list." 


Under the dual-basing con- 


cept, certain Army and Air 
Force units stationed in the 
United States are committed 
specifically to NATO defense 
and are rotated to Europe peri- 
odically for maneuvers. 


Most such units were brought 


back to his country in a pro- 
gram started in 1964 as a way 
of reducing the balance-of-pay- 
ments deficit. 


The bulk of these dual-based 


forces, including two Army in- 
fantry brigades and four jet 
fighter squadrons, were pulled 
back to the United States in 
1968 to the accompaniment of a 
major announcement from the 
Pentagon. 


By contrast, the Air Force, 


acknowledged, withdrawal last 
year of an RF4C reconnais- 
sance squadron was announced 
only locally at Shaw Air Force 
Base, S.C., and return of a C130 
tactical airlift squadron was 
not announced at all. 


Last Dec. 3, President Nixon 


sent a message to a NATO min- 
isterial meeting in Brussels, 
promising that, along with its 
alltes.y.'The United States will; 
maintain and improve its own 
forces in Europe and will not 
reduce them unless there is re- 
ciprocal action from our adver- 
saries." 


American officials say that 


even though withdrawan from 
Europe, the various Army and 
Air Force units remain com- 
mitted to defense of the West- 
ern alliance and can be flown 
back to Europe if an emergen- 
cy. 


But some senior military offi- 


cers have made no secret of 
their coolness toward the dual- 
basing idea. 


Air Force Gen. David A. Bur- 


chinal, deputy U.S. commander 
in Europe, told the Appropria- 
tions Committee last month 
that "dual-based forces are not 
a substitute for in-place forces 
in or near their combat posi- 
tions on a daily basis." 


Burchinal said 
dual-basing 


has increased defense spending 
"due to the requirement of 
maintaining two sets of equip- 
ment for many dual-based units 
and rotating elements of these 
forces to Europe annually for 
exercises." 


The Air Force lists 12 units in 


the United States as part of the 
program. Nine of them former- 
ly were stationed in Europe. 


The 12 include four fighter 


squadrons, 
three 
reconnais- 


sance and three airlift squad- 
rons, 
an 
electronic-warfare 


squadron and a special-oper- 
ations flight. 


This leaves 21 U.S. Air Force 


fighter squadrons in Britain, 
West Germany, Holland and 
Spain and six reconnaissance 
squadrons in Britain and Ger- 
many. No American 
tactical 


airlift squadrons are stationed 
permanently in Europe.

NEW YORK (AP) - If it in- 


volves television or radio and it 
isn't acting, Bill Cullen is a 
man for the job. 


"I don't know what to call 


what I do," said Cullen, knock- 
ing wood, "but I haven't been 
unemployed since 1939." 


Mostly, Bill plays games. For 


the past couple of years he has 
been on the panel of the syndi- 
cated "To Tell The Truth." 
Next Aug. 2, he will be host of 
a new NBC day-time game, 
"Three On a Match." 


He got into broadcasting in 


his home town of Pittsburgh, 
arriving in New York in 1944 as 
a staff announcer for CBS. Ra- 
dio is still part of his life—a 
syndicated radio show for the 
past 10 years, and six years on 


NBC's "Emphasis." But his 
broadcasting identity is rooted 
in a series of long-playing 
game shows where his quick ad 
libs and informal manner have 
paid off. 


"Things 
overlapped," 
Bill 


said. "I was working on 'I've 
Got a Secret' when both 'The 
Price Is Right' and 'Eye Guess' 
started. 'Eye Guess* was still 
on'the air when they decided to

The life of the average game 


show is short, but Cullen has 
been especially lucky.

tors. 


Staggers said courts "have 


repeatedly held that under our 
system, the broadcaster is a 
fiduciary or trustee to the pub- 
lic." He quoted Chief Justice 
Warren E. Burger as saying: 


"After nearly five decades of 


operation, the broadcast in- 
dustry does not seem to have 
grasped the simple fact that a 
broadcast license is a public 
trust subject to termination for 
breach of duty." 


But Stanton cited various le- 


gal authorities he said sup- 
ported his view that broadcast 
journalists, like print media, 
are entitled to freedom of the 
press guaranteed by the 1st 
Amendment.

Dear Reader—Everyone is 


exposed to radiation, with or 
without television or other 
devices using radiation of 
one type or another. The 
very existence of life as we 
know it depends upon radia- 
tion. 


Radiation energy comes 


from the sun and part of it is 
harmful to cells. The types 
of radiation most dangerous 
to the body are filtered out 
by the atmosphere surround- 
ing the earth. The same 
waves used in X ray and 
similar radiation energy are 
actually in the energy strik- 
ing the atmosphere. Some 
types of this radiation, called 
"cosmic radiation," encoun- 
tered in space have caused 
some concern about space 
travel but have not proved 
to be a major problem. 


The energy from radiation 


heats the e a r t h , m a k e s 
plants grow and activates 
chemical p r o c e s s e s . We 
know that within a given 
range that limited amounts 
of radiation are harmless to 
the body—that is, they do not 
cause changes in the cells or 
cell damage. Scientists have 
had some real battles over 
what constitutes safe levels. 


It is a bit ridiculous to say 


that r a d i o s , television or 
ovens emit less radiation 
than normally occurs from 
the earth's environment. 
Safe levels are determined 
by complex experiments and 
cognizance of what you are 
going to get from living on 
earth anyway. The safe lim- 
its for radiation also apply 
to medical procedures such 
as the frequency of chest X 
rays. 


With the exception of a 


few isolated instances where 
a product has emitted more 
radiation than was legally 
allowed—usually because of 
design failure—there is no 
real problem from radiation 
from household 
appliances 


or similar sources.

them. His ideas attract older 
persons and many young. 
He believes that all cooking 
should be "fun, sexy and 
liberated." 


The s u d d e n upswing in 


new health food shops 
throughout the country is 
further proof of the public's 
growing interest in natural 
and organic foods. Low- 
cholesterol and vegetarian 
cooking has become almost 
a fad with the young. 


Not so with Alan T. Rains, 


p r e s i d e n t of the United 
Fresh Fruit and Vegetable 
Assn. in Washington, D.C. 
He does not think much of 
the newer emphasis on natu- 
ral foods. In fact, he seems 
dead set against the whole 
concept. 


"I think it's phony. I have 


been with this organization 
for 27 years and all that 
time I've been w o r r y i n g 
about that segment of the 
government and the public 
who ignore the advice of the 
scientific community — that 
approved chemicals and fer- 
tilizers are not poisonous and 
that without their use we 
could not feed our vast pub- 
lic. They are certainly essen- 
tial to fresh fruits and vege- 
tables," Rains says, adding: 


"I also worry about people 


in Congress who are on a 
consumer kick. They want 
fresh fruits and vegetables 
dated. Nonsense. An apple 
picked last October and sold 
now, 
after being in cold 


s t o r a g e scientifically con- 
trolled, is in perfect condi- 
tion to be eaten now. What 
good will dating do? All one 
needs to do with food to test 
its freshness is to look and 
smell. Smell and look fresh? 
Then it is fresh." 


He i n s i s t s that many 


health food s t o r e s claim 
their produce is uncontami- 
nated by fertilizer residues. 
And that their produce has 
been air-freighted to them 
from distant farms. This is 
often false," he says. 


"Except in the case of 


fresh mushrooms, that claim 
is humbug. Either the grow- 
ers are tooling them or the 
storeowners are fooling the 
public. 


"No, 
what the health fad- 


dists eat is probably the 
Monday morning g a r b a g e 
from the fruit and vegetable 
wholesale markets stamped, 
falsely, 'natural or organi- 
cally grown,'" he insists. 


He says about 90 per cent 


of all Florida citrus fruit is 
now processed and much of 
California's. About 55 per 
cent of the potato crop is 
processed. 


"But, otherwise, the sale 


of produce is in pretty good 
shape. Fresh strawberries 
are selling better than be- 
fore. Most come from Cali- 
fornia, then from Florida. 
People seem to love them 
fresh," he says.

If they gave a prize for the 


simplest question witli the 
most complex answer, one of 
the prime contenders would 
be the overseas airline game. 


It you pop into an airline 


office and ask the price of a 
round-trip ticket from New 
Y o r k to London, for ex- 
ample, the answer can range 
f r o m $197 to $782. What's 
worse, it's possible for two 
passengers who have paid 
those prices to be bundled 
aboard the same plane to 
make the voyage together. 


Absurd? Not the way air- 


lines are operated today. The 
extremes are so common 
they've almost come to be 
thought of as normal. 


How one seat on a flight to 


I . - q n d o n can possibly be 
worth nearly four times the 
price of another is one of 
those mysteries that most of 
us will never understand. 
But even if you can't com- 
prehend the logic, you'd bet- 
ter try to understand the 
system. Otherwise, you may 
spend a lot more for your 
trip than necessary. 


The system — if we can 


call it that — is an interna- 
tional agreement to set mini- 
mum f a r e s for overseas 
flights. All airlines but one 
flying transatlantic trips are 
governed by the rate-setting 
of 
the 
International 
A i r 


Transport Association. 


But within the limits set 


by the I ATA, an incredible 
complex of special arrange- 
ments has been constructed. 
Only by combing your way 
through t h i s fiscal under- 
brush will you be able to 
come up with the cheapest 
passage. 


There are one-way fares 


and round-trip fares, high 
season fares and low, tourist 
fares and first class fares, 
group fares for clubs, group 
tares for other small units, 
and even group fares for peo- 
ple who've never laid eyes 
on each other. 


There are fares you can't 


get unless you buy other 
services at the same time. 
There are fares for people 
who fly on weekends and 
fares for people who don't 
fly on weekends; fares for 
people who can't stay long 
as well as fares for those 
who can guarantee to stay 
a minimum time. 


If you hope to go to Europe 


this summer, begin now to 
try and unravel these rates 
to find which can apply to 
you. As a broad generality, 
your cheapest seat will come 
(1) if you can fly as part of 
a group (even if members 
don't know each other), (2) 
if you can fly in the middle 
of the week, and (3) if you 
can fly at some time other 
than the middle three weeks 
in August. 


T h e s e three restrictions 


will make you eligible for 
what's called a GIT (group 
inclusive tour) rate, and will 
help you a v o i d the peak 
travel periods for which air- 
lines usually demand a sur- 
charge. 


You will undoubtedly need 


help in making your choice 
among these fares. You can 
either call the airline itself, 
or a travel agent. Be patient, 
but insist they try all possi- 
ble combinations to reduce 
your fare as much as possi- 
ble.By the way, one overseas 
airline does not belong to the 
rate-setting system fostered 
by IATA. It's called Iceland- 
ic, but don't let the name 
put you off. It does fly from 
New York to Luxembourg 
via the Arctic Circle route, 
but it has the cheapest fares 
of anybody.
